whelming defeat. There are some gains. 
In a contest of the sort it would be strange 


if there should be none. But such as there | 


are do not respond to the calculations of the 
Repubhcan managers, and are in fact un- 
important and mnconsiderable. 

Why is it? Why is it that, with an ac- 
ceptable and eloquent nominee for Gov- 
ernor, with the perfect organization of a 
hopeful minority, with an apparent schism 
in the ranks of their adversaries, the Re- 


publicans have been able to make such | 


scanty headway against the square and 
substantial majority which they sought to 
reduce and break down? The Democratic 
nominee for Governor is not a showy per- 
son. He set out on his canvass by an error 
as strange as it was needless, that of gra- 
tuitously opening a question of Democratic 
controversy, and arraying himself not only 
against great numbers of his fellow-citi- 

zens at home, but against the Democrats 
of Ohio and Pennsylvania, who had be- 

gun active operations about the same time 
that he did. Yet, notwithstanding Lzes 
Lim's blunder, and at the same time his 
flack of personal magnetism, he walks over 
the track, and with him the entire Demo- 
cratic ticket. What does it mean and why 
is it? 

It means a good deal. It is a silent and 
outstanding protest against years of wrong, 
the memory of which survives. It is an 
active and live assertion of popular free- 
dom against the insidious workings of the 
central power. It isa declaration on the 
part of Kentucky that gives the country to 
understand that such is our dread of Rad- 
icalism that we prefer all else to the bare 
possibility of a political domination 
inspired from Washington. Taking our- 
selves as fair examples of the most liberal 
and advanced wing of the Democratic 
line of battle, and it is found that our. 
interior dissensions amount to little when 
brought face to face with the issue which 
divides the two contending parties. We 
did not get, we may as well confess, very 
happy in Governor LE He opened fire 
on us early in the action, and without 
38 and he opened fire also upon 

his struggling colleagues in the North. 
But in spite of this we supported him, and 
voted for him, and why? Because he rep- 


“was generally pretty conclusive. 
this the Southern people were not different 
from the rest of human kind. But events 
have changed their condition, and with it 
their temper and method of considering 
things. Slavery exists no longer. The 
normal situation of the Southern States is 
not very unlike the normal condition of 
_the Northern and Western States. The 
| abolition of slavery has brought the sys- 
tems of the South into practical and harmo- 
nious relationship with the systems of the 
North. Secure political alliances are there- 
fore much more attainable now than they 
were before the long-sought experiment of a 
separate Confederacy had been made and 
abandoned, and these alliances are much 
more likely to be lasting since the removal 
of the institution of slavery has removed 
the greatest source of danger to national 
political organism. The South is less iso- 
lated and less provincial than it was. It 
is from its altered condition less sensitive 
and less suspicious. It has no reason to 
take the exceptional view of its interests, 
which once sprang from its exceptional 
position. It has every reason to look at 
* the world with clear and open eyes, and 
to estimate things as they are in a calm, 
rational and robust spirit. So such puerile 
like that we have 


| spurts of damnation, 


quoted, have not nearly so much terror, 


nor indeed so much relevancy or force, as 
they used to have. They are the dregs of 
an ignorant and obsolete provincial jargon, 
and the emanation of a most silly and 
childish view of public affairs. 


The South can not stand alone. She 
has lost her political ascendancy. Not 
only the war has destroyed her power in 
the Government, but immigration has dis- 
turbed the equilibrium which she enjoyed. 
There is no longer any reason why the 
South should be sectional, and there is a 
very strong reason why she should not be. 
We can not standalone. If we expect to 
hold our own we must not cling too ten- 
aciously to that Which is exclusively pro- 
vincial and which can not be made to har- 
monize with 3 is truly national. 
The rule of vis requires some sac- 
rifices of all concernéd; ‘and if we are ever 
to secure the co-operation of the really live 
and active elements of the North and West, 
we must adapt ourselves to a somewhat 
larger plan than that mapped out in the 
fancy of and narrow- 
minded provincialism: | 

To be sure Mr. . friend 
considers us a triltu io the South. That is 
the only kind of gabble-that ie is familiar 
with, and he could net-be expected to un- 
derstand or to émploy anything else.

sentimental rage. But what is the use? | 
To what purpose? If we really seek a 
passion, let us take the Thirteenth amend- | 
ment as our inspiring cause. Such harsh | 
means were not employed to put it through 
because such harsh means were not 
required. That is all. The bayo- 
net dictated it and the South was down, 
and so, without a murmur, we accepted it. 
Mr. KNorr likewise, whilst making a 
great outcry against the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth amendments, accepts it without 
a murmur, and even makes a sort of argu- 
ment to establish its validity. Alas! the 
phantoms that delude us! A pretty phan- 
tom of State Rights Mr. Knorr raises up 
out of the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
amendments. A fine statement he makes 
of the fraud and violence which were em- 
ployed to secure their ratification. And, 
in his zeal for a speculative question in 
State Rights, he forgets a most real and 
substantial question in personal rights. 
The Thirteenth amendment violated every 
pledge given by the Northern people and 
the Republican party. It confis- 
cated millions of dollars’ worth 
of property ruthlessly and indis- 
criminately. It made paupers of 
thousands of people who had no more 
part in the rebellion than the Khan of 
Tartary. It went into Chancery Courts, 
and converted innocent women and babies 
into beggars. A most cruel, a most vin- 
dictive, a most needless universal proscrip- 
tion! But Mr. Knorr accepts it and ar- 
gues its validity—argues its validity in 
spite of the terrible method by which it 
was originated and the cool and calcula- 
ting malignity by which it was sealed into 
the Constitution—argues its validity in 
spite of the fact that it was dictated to the 
South by AnpREw Jounson’s order, 
backed by a half-million of Federal bay- 
onets.

teenth amendment can never be reached 
nor recompense be afforded its victims.
